Report  of  School   Board. 

The  three  schools  this  year  will  each  have  36  weeks  of 
schooling. 

The  average  daily  membership  is  approximately  61;  at  the 
East  school,  32;  the  West,  16;  the  South,  13;  the  average 
daily  attendance,  53;  at  the  East  school,  29;  the  West,  14; 
the  South,  10. 

During  the  spring  term  the  East  school  was  taught  by  Miss 
Rachel  L.  Sargent,  and  the  South  school  by  Miss  Mabel  W. 
Fogg.  During  the  fall  and  winter  terms  the  East  school  was 
taught  by  Miss  Bessie  A.  Smith,  and  the  South  school  by 
Miss  Alice  M.  Weare.  The  West  school  has  been  taught  by 
Miss  Carrie  E.  Robie. 

Miss  Robie  has  passed  an  examination,  and  secured  a  state 
teacher's  certificate.  The  resulting  payment  by  the  state  to 
Hampton  Falls  of  $2.00  for  each  week  she  teaches,  has  added 
$1.00  a  week  to  her  salary,  and  $1.00  a  week  to  the  money  of 
the  town  for  education. 

The  proper  transportation  of  pupils  from  the  North  district 
to  the  West  school  has  been  provided  for  by  the  purchase  of 
a  suitable  wagon.  , 

New  chairs  for  teacher  and  visitors  have  been  bought  for 
the  West  school. 

Dustless  chalk  is  now  used  in  all  the  schools,  and  the  floors 
of  all  are  made  cleaner  and  the  air  freer  from  dust  by  treat- 
ment with  oil. 

Cabinets  have  been  bought,  one  for  each  school,  in  which, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  superintendent  and  teachers,  the 
books  and  supplies  of  our  schools  may  be  stored  safely,  and 
issued  as  needed  with  promptness.  The  clearer  knowledge 
thus  gained  of  what  is  on  hand  and  not  in  use  will  promote 
economy  by  preventing  the  purchase  of  books  for  a  school 
that  needs  them  when  they  can  be  had  from  a  school  that  is 
not  at  the  time  using  them. 

With  the  same  appropriation  another  year  the  single  desks 
and  seats  which  the  town  authorized  for  the  East  school,  if 
there  should  be  money  enough,  would  just  about  take  the 
place  of  the  wagon  this  year. 

The  equipment  of  the  schools  is  still  far  below  what  is 
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outlined  by  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Pubhc  In- 
struction as  the  least  that  any  elementary  school  should 
possess.  Dictionaries  and  maps  and  reference  books  are 
needed.  Suitable  drinking  tanks  with  faucets,  the  children 
to  bring  individual  cups,  should  be  provided. 

The  School  Board,  therefore,  recommends  an  appropriation 
at  least  equal  to  that  of  last  year. 

Special  provision  should  be  made  for  painting  the  West 
and  South  schools.  Both  of  these  school  should  have  the 
interiors  re-decorated.  '  The  South  school  is  especially  shabby 
and  in  need  of  attention. 

Special  provision  should  be  made  for  placing  lightning  rods 
on  the  East  school  house.  If  harm  should  come  to  the  chil- 
dren, our  failure  to  heed  the  warning  of  four  years  ago  would 
be  a  source  of  bitter  regret. 

The  need  of  instruction  in  music  in  the  South  and  East 
schools  should  receive  attention. 

A  chief  event  of  the  year  has  been  the  engagement  of  a 
Superintendent  of  schools.  In  accordance  with  a  vote  of  a 
special  school  meeting,  held  on  September  11,  1911,  the  School 
Board  joined  with  the  School  Boards  of  Hampton,  Stratham, 
and  Seabrook,  in  employing  Albert  T.  Lane,  as  Superintendent 
of  the  public  schools  of  the  four  towns.  The  contribution  of 
Hampton  Falls  to  the  payment  for  the  services  of  the  Super- 
intendent is  $100  per  year,  one-half  of  which  is  received  from 
the  state,  making  the  net  cost  to  Hampton  Falls  $50  a  year. 

The  School  Board  has  organized  with  the  Superintendent 
as  Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  has  given  him  authority,  sub- 
ject to  its  confirmation,  to  buy  without  delay,  limited,  but 
manifestly  needed,  books  and  supplies. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  gives  but  a  suggestion 
of  the  good  that  has  already  come,  and  the  further  advantage 
that  is  sure  to  come,  from  having  a  competent  and  devoted 
man  steadilj^  at  work  to  promote  education  in  the  town. 

The  Selectmen  are  hereby  notified  that  there  will  be  needed 
this  year,  $120  for  High  School  tuition,  and  $110  for  text 
books  and  supplies.

Report  of  Superintendent   of    Schools. 


By  frequent  inspection  and  careful  observation  I  have  sought 
to  learn  the  exact  condition  of  the  schools,  their  general  effi- 
ciency, the  causes  of  backwardness  or  waste  of  time,  of  lack 
of  adjustment  of  the  pupil  to  his  school  work  and  to  his 
grade,  and  also  to  the  physical  influences,  such  as  sanitation, 
ventilation,  seating,  lighting  and  heating. 

The  large  number  of  grades  in  a  single  room  make  the 
work  of  the  rural  teacher  peculiarly  difficult.  What  is  meant 
by  good  education  is  hard  to  give,  for  at  the  end  of  the  eighth 
grade  the  work  that  the  child  must  have  accomplished  is 
several  times  greater  than  it  was  even  a  score  of  years  ago. 

One  serious  disadvantage  of  the  present  plan  of  organiza- 
tion of  the  schools  is  the  placing  of  primary  pupils  in  the  same 
room  with  those  of  higher  grades.  Too  rigid  discipline  de- 
tracts from  the  spontaneity  and  eagerness  with  which  younger 
children  work.  On  the  other  hand  a  quiet,  orderly  procedure 
is  necessary  for  the  older  pupils  to  perform  properly  their 
tasks. 

To  overcome  this  drawback  in  some  degree  for  the  East 
school,  a  new  time  schedule  was  prepared  by  which  the 
younger  pupils  have  the  undivided  attention  of  the  teacher 
for  portions  of  the  day,  and  the  older  pupils  her  undivided 
attention  at  other  periods.  The  teacher  is  at  work  five  and 
three-quarters  hours,  but  no  pupil  is  in  school  more  than  five 
hours.  This  plan  has  improved  the  discipline  and  the  industry 
and  real  comprehension  of  the  children.  In  the  other  two 
schools  the  plan  is  not  feasible,  and  is  not  so  necessary. 

The  faulty  attendance  and  the  lack  of  punctuahty  have 
been  foremost  among  the  causes  of  loss  and  waste.  They 
hinder  the  progress  of  the  children  in  their  studies,  and  they 
reduce  the  amount  of  State  aid.  The  three  members  of  the 
School  Board  and  the  Superintendent  have  made  efforts  to 
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overcome  this  evil.  In  the  coming  year  effective  steps  should 
be  taken  to  secure  regular  and  prompt  attendance  of  every 
boy  and  girl  of  school  age  in  the  community. 

With  a  view  to  making  the  best  possible  use  of  time  and 
material,  the  teachers  have  assisted  the  Superintendent  in 
making  out  daily  programs  that  permit  both  more  class-room 
work  and  more  active  study  and  practice  by  the  individual 
pupils  at  their  desks.  The  Program  of  Studies  for  the  Ele- 
mentary Schools  of  New  Hampshire,  issued  by  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  authorized  by  law, 
has  been  the  standard  for  the  teachers  to  follow  as  rapidly  as 
books,  outlined  courses  and  necessary  apparatus  can  be  fur- 
nished them. 

Considerable  advance  in  this  direction  has  been  made  by 
purchases  of  basal  and  supplementary  readers,  of  geogra- 
phies and  histories  that  are  valuable  as  readers,  as  well  as 
literary  readers. 

The  introduction  of  the  Gulick  series  of  physiologies  by  the 
School  Board,  the  study  of  hygiene,  of  the  formation  of  cor- 
rect habits,  of  preventable  diseases,  cannot  fail  to  commend 
itself  to  the  thoughtful  and  practical  citizen. 

Charts  and  cards  for  use  in  arithmetic  and  reading  have 
been  prepared  by  the  teachers  in  accordance  with  the  in- 
structions of  the  Superintendent.  Practical  mental  work  in 
arithmetic  has  been  emphasized  with  due  attention  to  both 
speed  and  accuracy.  Expression  in  reading,  so  often  ne- 
glected, has  received  attention.  The  teachers  have  been  sup- 
plied with  books  that  will  help  them  to  promote  good  moral 
ideals,  and  encourage  the  apphcation  of  studies  to  every  day 
life. 

By  pursuing  a  carefully  prepared  and  faithfully  adminis- 
tered policy  for  several  years,  Hampton  Falls  can  secure  a 
school  system  that  will  have  a  constantly  increasing  efficiency 
and  yet  will  make  no  undue  demands  on  the  taxes.
